An African Expedition Surprised. 

ALe@leRs, April 2.—Four natives who arrived at 
Ourgias on the 28th ultimo, report that the expe- 
dition was surprised by a tribe when four day’s 
mar h from Hairer, south of Arsinee, and Col. 


Flatters and pearly all the members 
of the expedition were killed. One mem- 
ber named Kearons with a subordinate
